WortoomEry, Ala., October 23.—[Bpecial J— 
Montgomery bas awakened to find herself—not 
famous, but awake; or at least partially so. Some 
old fogies are still standing around rubbing their 
eyes in asortof half dozed way, wondering how 
all thisheppened. The young, active eiement are 
rapidly pusbinglorward, branching out one day 
in thie then in that enterprise, compelling theold 
fossils ‘to lend a belpibg hand in placing Mont 
gomery asthe foremost city in Alabama. 
Until three years ago, improved or unimproved 
real estate went begging, there being absolutely 
no marketforit. Parties mos: interested had lost 
feith in the future of the city and were willing to 
dispote of their property at almost any figure’, 
Very few incividua's, andin fact only one firm, 
bed attrong faith in Montgomery, and had suffi- 
cient nerve to make extensive purchases, This 
firm is now resping a goiden harvest. Store 
bouses located on the most prominent corners and 
geome of the most palatial residences were sold ata 
less price than the cost of the material used in 
ihcir construction. In consequence of this loss of 
faith, no builcinog or other enterprise was under- 
fakev, when lo! and Alleden rubbed, his lamp and 
ihe rcene changes to one of bustle and activity; 
bourcs and stores bcing erected, peoplecommence 
to reaiize that property has a value; streets that 
two years ago were imesginary lines are now 
crowced with bandsome and commodious resi- 
dexcet, All indications point to a rapid and 
beslithful growth. Thestatistics of the number 
oj] buildings erected during the past two yoars are 
not at at hand, but think five hundredasmall esti- 
mate.

Amorgtheactive fectors aiding in the rapid 
development of the city, is the Capital City Stree, 
railway, which has been operating about four 
miles of road since April Ist, and on October Ist 
ceclared a dividend of 6 percent. Otherlines and 
rival companies will soon be in operation, making 
access to the suburbs easy. Amovug our prominent 
institutions are the two artesian wells, whose bub- 
bling mouths furnish drinking water to a great 
part of our population. The wells are located on 
theBprincipat thoroughfare, and are not only 
useful but, through the liberality of the city coun- 
cil, have been made extremely ornamental. The 
lower or little artesian basin has a pagoda like 
covering, eviient!y copied from an Italian paint- 
ing. it is very beautifal and tasteful. At the 
upper basin the city has just completed the erec- 
tion of a magnifcent fountain. This fountain is 
an ¢xact duplicate of one presented by Mre Fiovod 
to the city of San Francisco, and cost over 33,009, 
It is said to be one of the largest in the world, 
These wells bring me toa character who s 
years ago was well kcown in Atlanta—Bob Taylor 
or blind Bob, the musicilan—who day after day 
wes teen in the carehed climbing from Car to cir, 
an accordeon strung across his back, ever threat. 
ening to tend rih discordant sounds, and ever 
ready to collect nickels. Bob retired from the 
music busi nd returned to thfs, his native 
city. Like many of our great financiers, he 
thought waier a good thivug outof which to make 
afortune.

Bingular Vegetntion Found in the Coeffias 
of the Dead, 
Bioowinctor, lil., October 20.—The follow- 


ing Jetter, written toa near relative ia 1848, 
recently fellintomy hands. The writer, an 
octogenarian, is etill living, and I am induced 
to make it public, together with some other 
matters pertaining to this subject, hoping it 
may ttimulate inquiry into so curious a topic. 
The letter related to the removal of a number 
of relatives from an old burying ground in 
one of the cities of New England, and subs 
stantially read as follows: % 

The disinterment was done under my pérsona! 
supervision, as carefully and resrectfally as such 
thirgsshould be. The firstof the graves opened 
contained the remains of your grandmother, but, 
being too decayed for removal, she was placed in 
anew care, Yourgrand{father’s coffin, however, 
Was entire, and was taken up without in the least 
disturbing the contents: only the fasteuings 
of the lid were gone, and the admirabdie 
preservation of the cofiia induced me to con- 
tem plate for the first and last time the semblance 
of my respected ancestor, who had departed this 
life nearly sixty years before. The skeleton was 
entire, and growing over it, inside the coflin. six 
feet under the ground, in a dry gravel soil, was a 
little vine, which had vear after year spread its 
meshes like a web overtheentire corpse, and 
scemed to be still alive and growing. It was 
svuowy white and coid asice, a fit inhabitant of 
the Cark and sileut grave. 

In the ceflins of your mother and brother: the 
fame littie vine was fonpd growing. If you re- 
nem ber, consumption hes fur mauy years made 


fad havoc in our family, an@ these three are said: 


to bave died of this disease. 

Now, there isa tradition among the Germans 
that if a descendant pluck from the corpse of tne 
last victim of cousumptioa this little vine it will 
eracicate the Cisease from the family. If there be 
anything in it, which I hardly believe, consump- 
ticn has been destroyed from ours, forl had the 
temerity to tear it away from the remaius of your 
brother, the thought of which makes me shudder 
even Dow, disclosing, as it did, the ghastiy skel- 
eton which this growth had kindly endeavored to 
conceal. 

In avother grave { found sprouts growing from 
the head, the hairof which was wel preserved, 
though buried weil nigh three-score years, This 
vine, or sprotit, Was also white, but sparkled like 
an ice-plant, and on close examiration it proved 
to belong to the common sorrel family, whose 
tenacity of lifeepabled it to grow four or more 


feet under ground. 

Many years ego in Smithfield, R. [., a fam- 
ily were fast becoming extinct from coa- 
sumption. Through the advice of friends the 
last victim of this disease was disinterred, and 
on cpenipg the coffin this vampire or con- 
sumption vine was found growing from the 
breast of the dead. The body was afterward 
burned, the friends hoping in this 
way to exterminate this dreadful 
malady. In an old abdey 
in Dumfermine, Fifeshire, Scotland, workmen 
while excavating for Jaying the foundation of 
abew buildirg, came upon well-preserved 
stone sarcopheci, tightly covered with slabs of 
Stones.

VOUDOU VOTARIBS, 


The Result of a “Yonvjarin’’”’ Uase in a Gal 
veston Police Court, 
From a Galveston Letter. 

A few mornings since the recorder’s court 
was thronged by a motiey multitude of all 
colors ‘from snowy white to sooty,” and ofall 
conditions from the dude clerk from Market 
street tothe mud lark from ‘“‘Smeky Row.” 
The cause of the gathering was 
the great ‘‘econjurin’”’ case of  Di- 
anak Williams against Anna Biack, 
both perties being negres:es of the darkest 
hue.

A VOUDOU MURDERER. 

The extent to which voudouism is carried 
smong the negroes of this city is much greater 
than the casual observer would suppose, but 
so far as the writer is aware no white man has 
been initiated into its mysteries, and itisa 
matter of impossibility to induce negroes fa- 
miliar with its workings to reveal what they 
know. It is considered by those who have 
given the subject aitention to be a 
description of the obi, or devil worship 
of the native Africans, with such  addi- 
tions as are fantastically adanted to suit the 
purposes of the ‘‘doctors,’’ who thrive on the 
creaulity of believers. In 1570 the Globe- 
Democrat correepondent was called upon in 
the line of his business{to report a cold-blooded 
end unprovoked murder committed by a 
negro voudou. The man’s name was Henry 
Butcher, end his victim a young Gers 
mau girl,named Lena Swarzbock, and both 
were in the emplvy of Adolf Fleke,a promi- 
nent grocer. ‘lhe girl was shot throughthe 
heed with a pistol ball while engeged in her 
domestic duties, and the murderer upon being 
atked if the shooting was accidental, stolidly 
replied, ‘No,it had to be done.” Hewas 
sentenced tothe penitentiary for lite, and still 
remains in confinement there. 

CHARMS FROM THE GRAVE, 

Among the most potent and _ desirable 
charms of which a ‘‘youdou”’ can become pos- 
persed is the first two joints of the little finger 
ofthe human band, and on several occasions 
graves in the city cometery have been broken 
open for this purpose. The last instance of 
this character transpired a few years since, 
when the corpse of Dr. H.C. L. Aschoff was 
disinterred and bis little finger cut from the 
left hand. No clew to the perpetrators of the 
outrage was ever discovered. 

A SNAKY STORY.

EX-BMPRBESS CARLOTTA. 


Her fad Life at Gastie Bouchout—Some of 
Her Mavias. 

The announcement made in several journals 
that the Empress Carlotta, widow of Maximil- 
ian, has recovered her reason, is, unhappily, 
not true, wrifes the Brussels correspondent of 


the Paris Gaulois. The empress is still at the 
royal castle of Bouchout, near Laeken, 
the summer residence of the king of 
the Belgians. The chateau formerly 
belonged tothe Count de Beaufort, who sold 
itto King Leopold II. It was built in 1130, is 
of Gothic style, and reveals architectural 
beauties of the bighest order, The carved oak 
and woodwork of the interior is really marvel- 
ous, but itssomber cast is not calculated to 
dissipate the sadness of its illustrious hostess. 
The old triple fosse that surrounded the donjon 
in the medicva!l times is now turned intoa 
lake, which lends a strange and poetic aspect 
to the scene. From the citadel the ab- 
bey ot Premontres oof  Grimberghe 
and the castle of Merode 
are visible, and a little further on the chateau 
of Steen, the favorite home ot Rubens. The 
cattle is surrounded by a park and garden in 
English fashion, with centuried trees and 
shaced walks, It is a delightful habitation, a 
splerdid Eden, if asmiie but broke on the 
lipsof the empress of the sorrowing little 
court by which she is attended. But every- 
thing is dark and melancholy, and the beau- 
ties of nature even pass un- 
perceived. Eighteen years haye gone 
by sirce the empress lost her husbanu and her 
reason atthe same time. At first she pre- 
served her court ss usual, and her receptions 
tock place as regularly as inthe o!d Iturbide 
ralacein Mexico. Allthose who were moved 
y ber great misfortune went to lay their res- 
pectiul homege at her feet. The empress re- 
ceived them exectly asif the role she was 
acting werearealone. When she saw a cer- 
tain number of persons in her presence, she 
thanked them as follows: ‘‘You have 
come, mes seigneurs, to salate the 
great empress of Mexico. I thank you. You 
desire, doubiless, to lay at the feet of his 
mejesty, the emperor, the proofs of your de- 
votien. Very well, I will go and acquaint 
bim ot it.” And then she would descend 
from her mock throne and search all the 
rooms for her august husband. After her 
vain search, she would come . back 
ard say, “I do not know where 
the emperor is, bu$ as soon as he 
arrives he will come and see you.” Thenshe 
would wander into an interminable discourse 
on the brilliant position of the emperor and 
the grand futurein store for him. And seiz- 
ing a portrait of Maximilian, she would beg 
and supplicate him not to be content with his 
titie of emperor of Mexico, but to aspire high- 
er. “You must mount higher,” she would 
exclaim: “always higher. It is not 
one crown you deserve, or that I insist on 
your wearing, but ten, twenty, all the crowns 
of the world.” She would continue in this 
strain until she was in a state of ecstacy, 
when the visitors, frequently moved to tears, 
would depart unobserved by ber majesty. 
Then, after ordering her imaginary pages to 
take up her train, she would march out of the 
reception recom with queenly step. 

Wren promenading in the park, if she 
chanced to see a bird flying in the aim. her 
proud and haughty mien imy >= 
ared, to be followeg 
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bappiress and grandeur. If, at the time, any 
of her majesty’s servants were within sight, 
she woula hasten to them under the belief 
that the bird she had seen had descended in 
the perk and was transformed. The servants 
weu'd divert ber mind tosome other objects 
ard the subject was then forgotten. 
Ove of her majesty’s manias a sioré tims 
ego was the ordering of numerons and boauti- 
ful dresses and costumes. These she wouald 
order berself, and the couturiers should never 
brivg her less than six atatime. She follow- 
ed the fashions that prevailed in Paris during 
the empire, and the dresses prepenss in ac- 
cordance with her orders had such num- 
berless plaits and telds that they usually con- 
tained from twenty-five to thirty yards of 
material. When tbese luxarious costumes 
were broughtto hershbe would regard them 
with quiet diedain and then tura abruptly 
awey, murmuring: “I don’t went them; they 
are not fine enough for the great empress of 
Mexico.’”?’ These costumes, which were, of 
course, paid for, were bought by the rich 
ladies of Bruesels and the dames of the court, 
some of whom preserve them as souvenirs.

She al ways presides 
at dinner; but she 1s now attended only by her 
Isdies of honor, who beiong to the aristocracy 
of Bruesels, and whose attend. 
arce on the empress lasts oaly 
a week at a time. These ladies are 
ss a rule, excellent musicians, and, as the 
empress herself is an excellent artiste they 
pass a great part of their time playing from 
the works of the best masters. When they are 
fatigued with their musical recreations they 
cecupy themselves with tapestry work. The 
emprees plies the needle with fairy like dex- 
terity ; the embroideries that leave their hands 
cannot be suppassed by the finest work of the 
kitd procuced in Paris. 
While they were engaged in their musical 
performances, or at their tapestry work, the 
empress does not speak a word. Sometimes her 
mind seems to be seeking some recollectidu-or 
imperceptible thread that binds her to the 
pest. Twice a day she promenades with her 
maids in the park, and the walk is generally 
made in silence. The empress attends re- 
ligious services on Sundays and holidays, 
and at the sound of the organ her sadness 
diseppears and she seems wholly transfigured.

Yourstruly, Mrs A, M. REDDING, 
The Florida Isdians, 
From the Waycross, Ga., Reporter 

It is commonly supposed that the Seminoles 
were allremoved from Fiorida at the final 
outcome of that long continued national hu- 
miliation knowwin history as the Florida 
War. Butit seems that a remnant is still 
leftthere. Dr. G. J. Johnson gives tho 
following description of them: 

A few hundred Indians, who weroafar dowa 
the penineula of Fiorida, amid the inaccess.- 
ble evergiades, variously estimated in num- 
bers from 300 to 600, were ‘never captured 
when the Seminoles as a body were conquered 
and removed to a foreign home. 

After more than forty years they are still 
living afar down.in tse siate, ia numbders 
probebly about the same as ai first, though no 
one knows certainly just how many there are, 
for it is impossible tor them ali to be seep, and 
much less to be counted. They occupy a 
country known as ‘The Swamp Everglades,” 
or “The Big Cypress Swamp.” Our general 
government seemsto have no relations with 
them whatever, more than with the bears, 
deer and alligators that are found in those 
dark recesses of our domain. These Indians 
are said to dress, as their savage ancestors dil 
beforethem, in skins and palmetto cloth of 
their own yaapufacture. The men are 
reported at inthe main, of a good physical 
developraent, of medium size, wita broad 
shoulders apd swarthy complexion. They 
coarse black hair, which 
is shorn from the sides of 
the head, excepting just above the temples 
with a crest on the crown that terminates in 
a braided scalplock atthe back. The women 
ordinarily have a single garment of coarse 
bome-made cloth hung from the waist, and 
the children are generally entirely naked. It 
is ¢flirmed that these Indians still hold ne- 
groes in slavery, as their fathers before them 
aid, not yet aware, orif knowing it, not re- 
epecting the fact that slaves can no longer be 
legally, or with impunity, heldin this land 
wherever law holds sway. 

Now, is there not here.a work that Chris- 
tian enterprise should promptly undertake— 
to carry the gospel and the means of salvation 
to this poor, ignorant and depraved remnant 
of a people once humerous and strong? 

Langhing Water, the dusky beautiful 
and only daughter of old Chief Micco, was 
recently married sccording to the ancient 
useges of her tribe, toagallant young Semi-« 
nole brave, “at the residence of the bride's 
father’ in the depths of the Florida ever- 
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glades. The wedding costumes are 
deecribed as follows by the Bar« 
tow Informant: “The pride wore 


her hair braided with beads of various colors 
and sizes, which were defily strung upon the 
heir. She wore as a wedding dress a large 
woolen shawl of gey and y* liow colors, end so 
wrapped about her body as to drape it to the 
best advantage, the fringed edge coming 
about to her knees, and her emall feet 
were encased in richly braided moccasins. 
The husband was gorgeously arrayed in a cal- 
ico “Father Huabbsra’’ that came nearly to 
his knees, anda bright red woolen shawl, 
wound turban-like around hia hesd. In this 
grand outfit these aristocratic dudes of the 
forest plighted their marriage vows, and then 
sailed away on a bridal tour in a frail Indian 
cance acrors the lake, on the margin of which 
the merrisge ceremony was performed. 

Some of the Fort Myers cow-hunters had a 
pleasant satisfaction of witnessing the anaual 
green corn dance, by the Fiorida Seminoles, 
while near the everglades, says the Fort 
Myere Press. About sixty of the Seminole 


braves participated and as many of the 
equaws. it was a proud occasion for the 


Indians, and they enjoyed it very highly. 

They Had no whisky and no drunkenness, 
and all was sobriety and decorum. Evidently 
they must have practiced long and well to 
perform their verious exercises 80 well as they 
did. Their dances had system and 
regularity, and the accompanying singing was 
marked by good time and melody. From all 
accounts the whole exercise was very inter- 
esting and quite amusing to the spectators. 
One thing very interesting to note is the fact 
that they were all unusually well riggea out 
with dress and toggery more or less becoming 
and generally quite picturesque, :

TRANSPORTATION, 


The Intereet Taken in ite Extension—TPhe Proposed 
Reconstruction of OCharleston—The Confi- 
cence of lis Oittzepsin the Natural Ad- 
Veacteges 66 &@ JQommerc'al Venter. 


Cotumeta, 8. C,, October 30.—[Special Corres- 
Foncence.|~At present the people of South Oar- 
Olina are more deeply concerned about the mo- 
mentous problems of commerce and transporta- 
tion than they have ever been before, They 
regard the railway question as the most im port- 
ent, 6s well as the most difficult one they have yet 
grappled witb, and they are diligently searching 
for the key which shall work a solution. A gen- 
éral and deep seated interest is taken in all mat- 
ters pertainingto the extension, the improve- 
ment and the control of the railway 
éysier in this state. In this letter it is not my 
purpose to touch upon the railroad commission 
and show how its work has proved of incalculable 
detriment to the state; nor is it my intention to 
rejer to the many new lines which are projected 
and have already been soglowingly described in 
the newspapers; nor again is it my design to con- 
tribute ‘clatter’ to the ‘‘railroad racket’’ of the 
prets.

Alliances were for the first time made, 
and freight tariffs arrarged for westera basiness 
with the Atlanta Air-Line, and so the initiative 
jas given to that which has since develcped into 
propo:tions disastrous to Charleston. It is clear 
tbat the witical time for Charleston was when the 
Sonth Carolina railroad’ fell into the hands of 
rerthern epecnuiators and the Greenville road was 
fo fixed asto be used as a weapon against the 
Fouth Caroliva railway. 
Asihe New York speculators tightened their 
gripon the South Carolina railway and made 
open war on five of Char'‘eston’s jmost public spir- 
ited citizens who bad Jent large sums of money at 
low rates of interest to ruil the South Caroliva 
rei'way throveh ite cifiiculties, the other side 
tightened its gripen the G&.C,, and opened it at 
it» nerthern terminus to cut off business from the 
Fouth Carolina raeilway( 7?) 
tben came the sale of the Greenyille road, run 
up te such high figures by straw bids, taat toe 
Charieston interests, which were bidding in earn- 
ert, backed outatthe price paid by their more 
venturesome associates, andthe sbhares reserved 
for Charleston, and the seats in the board of di-. 
rectois to be occupied Sby Charleston merchants, 
were neglected and leit vacant. There were eager 
buyers for other interests, ard so Charleston lost 
ber beld on the northwestern counties, as she nad 
previously lost the northeastern counties througn 
the Charlotte road. Charleston was not wrong in 
iis estimate of value of the Greenville road, fur it 
bas created a floating debt annually increasiog 
ever since. 
Uncer ordinary circumstances the 8, C. railway 
would bave sold for moderate figures ou it3 exit 
from the United States court, but there were flu-h 
times then in Wail street, money was cheap, and 
these disciples of Colonel Mulberry Sellers saw 
‘millions init,’’ and 8.C railway shares, known 
to be worthless, were sold up to$36éashare, Let 
us see What the eud was.

While my fondness for 
gtock raising and farming has induced me to giva 
some attention to both, yet the far greater portion

My most recent experience in farming has been 
in Calhoun county, Ala., near Anniston and Ox. 
ford, which section is about the same latitude as 
that of Atlanta. The soilisred clay mixed with 
pand. 

Of the grasses, I havegiven more attention to 
red and white clover and orchard grass as being, 
in my judgment, betteradapted to that section. 
Of these three the red clover is best suited for 
making hay, but ail three well adapted to graziag. 
Both white clover and orchard grass wiil furnish 
Jate grazing in the fall, and early grazing in the 
Bpring. ‘The white clover will take complete pos- 
session of the land, crowding out everything e'se, 
except, possible, lespidiga. Asto the number of 
catile a given pumber of acres will carry, depends 
largely upon the quality of theland and the stand 
obtained. Good laud well sodded, ought to éarry 
five grown abpimals to every ten acres. an 

There are many other grasses well adapted to 
ihe soil of Alabama and Georgia, such as lucerne, 
burr clover, rea top, etc. 

Mevy farmers fail in their efforts to grow 
grasses because Of improper preparation of 
the soil, and a failure to realize that it requiras 
good land to make good grass as well as good cot. 
ton or geodcorn. Indeed, itisa waste of gress 
seed to sow them in poor land, or even moderate 
ly good Jano, poorly prepared. 

Then, again, many farmers are impatient and 
mot willing to wait, ‘orit takes time for grasses 
to attain that fullness of grawtb and richness 
that we all so much delight to see. 

While my experience is limited, I have had 
enough to clearly see that the exclusive 
attention to cottkm and corn, to the negiect 
of the craseer & impoverishing our lands, and 
making Op~.Aarmers poorer, and servants to the 
lender of.ooney. Ifstock and grass raising be 
a hol’y of THE CONSTITUTION, it can indulge in 
pmethat will eventually redownd to greater 
food to its constituents. Ihave written hastily 
butam willing to contribute my mite to thenobie 
cause yOu espouse.

Engineer Melville Anxious to Start en An, 
other Artic Expedition, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

New York, October 17.—Lieutenant Sehwat- 
ka deniesthat heaad Engineer Melville are 
going in search of the north pole. When 
asked if Melville hed any such idea he said: 

“I believe he has. He has lately been try- 
ing to get up an expedition, I understand 
with the object of discovering the north pole. 
But | doubt about his starting, for he asks for 
from $100,000 to $150,000 from patrons, and I 
think that 1s too large a sum to be raised for 
such # purpose and an appropriation for seek- 
ing the north pole is a good deal like making 
appropriations tor fire works. Besides, there 
can be no material gain in discovering the 
north pole unless tome can find the south pole 
as well, and our ships have been nowhere as 
near the latter as the former.”’ 

“What sre Engineer Melville’s plans?” 

“His object is purely pole seeking and to 
get nearer the pole than any one else has 
been. itis quite natura! that, after having 
been a subordinate oflicer in one expedition 
that failed, he should want to be commander 
ofone expected to be successful. His idea is 
to proceed to Franz Josef’s Land by vessel 
and beyond that point by means of sledges. I 
alsotbhink that this is the best way, and, in- 
deed, whatever in future is done there in the 
way of euch expeditions will, I believe. be 
done by sledges,” 

‘*Would not such an expedition ag Engineer 
Melville proposes be quite dangerous?” 

“Yes,even to reach Franz Josef’s Land. 
Only two vessels ever got there and got away 
from it saicly, and two reached it only to be 
stuck fast and abandoned.” 

“Do you disapprove entirely of future 
expeditions?” 

“By no means. It is an unfortunate idea 
that the public has that all expeditions to the 
Arctic regions are pole seeking. This is not 
the case. There are a number of expeditions 
now proposed, with the object of scientific 
discoveries, ethnological knowledge and the 
establishment ot meteorological stations 
which I believe are worthy of full support 
and whose results would be most valuable.
